II. Whoever was the Author and 
Father of Death , Sin was the Mo- 
Ger: for the Apoſtle tells ye, James 1. 

5. that AYE ws en it 1s finiſhed, bring- 
7 forth aeath , and Eve the Mother 
of all Living, was delivered in Child- 
bed of Death. Now Adam falling, 
Sin follows him , and Man __ 
tempted, Death aflaults him ; and by 
Sin Death cnters : Every Parent is an 
Adam to his-Ciild, infuſing Corrupti- 
on in his Generation, Since then 
Death by Sin crept in at the Window, 
or rather at the Ear, which 1s prone 
to liſten to Evil Counſel , let us caſt 
t out by theSenſe of F aith , In heark- 
ning to God s Word, which will make 


us wiſe unto Salvation.

' It is called a Sleep, fo St. John terms tt,

he had ſaid this, he fell aſleep. Acts 7, v 
60. it is likewiſe ſaid of the Patriarchs 
and Kings of Judah, that they llept 
with their Fathers ; and Job exprefleth, 
That man lieth down, and riſeth nt, he 
{hall not be awaked ont of ſleep, till the 
Heavens (hall be no more. Likewile 
St.. Paul mentions in his Myſtery, 
ſhall not all ſleep , but we ſhall all be 
ehaxzed, I Cor. 15. 51. 
The Night is the Emblem of Sleep 
and Mortality : Now Sleep is but the 
Shadow of Death , and where the 
Shadow 1s, the Subſtance. cannot be 
far off.: Laſtly, The Grave it elf is 
but a withdrawing Room to retire in 
fora time ; it is going to Bed to take 
reſt, which is ſweeter than Sleep, and 
when it is time to awake and riſe, we 
ſhall, as the Royal Pſalmiſt ſays, be" 
ſatisfied, 

IV. Next, as to- the Nature of 
Death, few, or none know it, though, 
all muſt ſenfibly feel it : there is no- 
thing after Death , and therefore 
Death is nothing ; it is without Ef

IV. Now, if we caſt never ſo bright 
a Luſtre in the World, yet alas! our 
brittle Bodies how quickly are they 
broken; fan (lays Jeremiah) fade: 
Jike a leaf, and ſin Be a wind takes hin 
away. Let a Man live never ſo long, 
yet at laſt Death {ſeizes him ; but to 
conſider aright , Dearth. is inſtrumen- 
tal in our Paſlage to Heaven, there- 
fore how can any think their Time ill 
ipent inpreparing for thar, which wil 
compleat their Happineſs. 

V, There is no Circumſtance of 
our Lives, but has been imbittered by 
ſome 1ad Occaſion of a dying Ret 
tion or Friend : a happy Meeting often 
ends in ſome fad Misfortune , which 
conduces to an Eternal Parting : 
This King of Terrors meets us ever 
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where, he creeps mn at our Windows 
like a Thief, and enters in at our 
Doors with his Grand Commiſſion ; 
he accepts of no Bribe, bur will draw 
his ſable Veil over all the ſplendour 
and glory of the Univerſe. 

VI. Death hath his ſeveral Inſtru- 
ments to accompliſh his Ends ; ſome- 
times we are taken away by Violence 
and ſecret Influence, by the Aſpect 
of a Star, and the ſtink of a Miſt, 
or by the ſending out of a Cloud, 
and meeting of a Vapour ; Accidents 
has happened, by the Fall of a Cha- 
riot, a ſinking Houſe, or a high met- 
tled Horſe to caſt his Rider ; others by 
the ſtumbling at a Stone, the ſcratch 
of a Nail or Pin, by a full Meal, or 
an empty Stomach, by watching at 


the Wine, and drinking of it in full 


Bowls and Glafles, the Healths of o- 
thers, when in the mean time they de- 
ſtroy their own : Some by too great 
Study and Watching at Prayer, others 
are blaſted by the Sun,or Planet-ſtruck

VII. Libe Worldlings, we take in- 
defatigable Pains to heap up Neceſ:

Negotiation we purchaſe Deatiz ; then 
we are ſnatched away, and leave hat

us : Now all this is the Law and Con-_ 


ftitution of Nature, it is a Punifh- 
ent due to our Sins, the unalterable 
vent of Providence, and the Decree 


of Heaven : The Links and Chains - 


which confine us to this Condition, 
are ſtrong as Deſtiny, and immutable 
as the Eternal Laws of the Almighty.

Vain and miſerable World! 
| bow infallibly true is it that 
All muſt die : and yet, alas ! 
this 1s not all,but many Com- 
plaints remain, which does attend and 
perplex us : for here we begin eur race 
in frail and contemptible Weaknels , 
and the whole courſe of our lives is 2 
hazardous progreſs of dangers. It we 
eſcape the miſchances of filly Chik 
dren, we drive on the raſh Adventures 
of H ead-ſtrong Youth. If we out live 
thoſe ſudden Storms arid Tempeſts g 
we fall into more Malicious and Wick- 
ed Calamities : our own negligent 
and ſuperfluous Cares deliberately pine 
aud conſume us, and the Crofles and 
Aﬀairs of the World wear and tire 
out our Lives. 
IT. If fortunately, we- ſhould, by 
a ſtrange and miraculous Succeſs, o're- 
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come all theſe, and ſtill bear up our 
healthful and proſperous Heads ; we 


are ſure, at la. Old Age will creep 
and find us out ; and check our 
Nerves by bowing our ſtrength down 
to the Grave. The Grave of Silence, 
from whence no claim, or priviledge 
Exempts, nor any potent Power con- 
trouls | his Command : Kings and 
Princes muſt lay down their Crowns 
and Scepters, and Queens mult leave 
their Diadems and Royal Apparel ; 
the Rich muſt leave their Wealth be- 
hind them, and the Great Ones of the 
World muſt be crumbled into Duſt : 
the Beauryfulleſt Face muſt be con- 
verted into Rottennelſs ; and the Pam- 
pred and well fed Body muſt be- 
come the Food of Worms : the bui- 
{f1e and moſt aftiveſt Man muſt find 
a time to dye ; though his great Af- 
fairs and full Employment, can ſpare 
none to provide for it. Even the 
Learned, the Eloquent, the Wiſe, and 
moſt Vertuous, muſt ſubmit to Fate; 


and the Heirs of Life it ſelf be the 
Priſoners of Death.

Frail fleſh and blood, 
may naturally and faintly ſtruggle for 
a time ; bur at laſt muſt yield, and be 
buried in the Earth from whence we 
were taken. 

IV. Ft laſt we muſt take our 
leave of our neareſt Relations , and 
deareſt Friends; and bid for ever a 
long Farewell to all the World ; then 
perhaps our Acquaintance may talk 
of us a while, ſometimes as we de- 
ſerve, and often as they pleaſe; per- 
haps, our Bodies once laid out of 
fight ; we are no more remembred, 
than if we had never been born : only 
our good Works follow us to our 
Graves, and faithfully accompany us 
beyond our Funerals. But 'tis not for 
us, O Lord, to chuſe our own Condi- 
tions ; but to manage well what thou

OD having made Man of the 

Daſt of the Earth, Gen. 2. 7. 

” -and thereupon after his Fall 

ſhewing him his readineſs to 

return to Duſt, Ger. 3. 19. Ecclrs, 

I2. 7. doth yet further call us to con- 

fider our frailty ; ordaining that this. 

Houſe of Clay is to be ſupported by a 

puff of Air continually breathed in 


and ogt, and that this being ſtopr, the 
Building muſt of neceſſity fall ; from 


| whence we ſee, our life hangs as it 


were, looſe before us, going in. and 
out every moment : therefore it 1s cal- 
led the breath of Life, Gen. 2. 7. and. 
7+ x5, 22. this ought to put us in 
mind of Mortality, by thinking on he 
breath of our Neoſtrils (o eafily depart- 
wg : this is plainly demonſtrated by 
the Prophets, 1/a. 2, 22. Pſal. 146. 4 
and 104. 29. 
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II. Jnother Inftrument of human 
frailty, is the Pulſe , wiaica arifeth 
from the Heart, and the Arreries or 
beating Veins ; and this by a double 
mGijon of Contrattion and Diata- 
ton, whereby they are drawn in and 
out, both for the expelling of noxt- 
ous fumes through tae inſenſible 
pores of rhe fleſh, and for drawing 
of air, to refreſh the hearr ana vital 
Spirits : fron, the variety of i:;- Pulſe 
are taken manv f12as of Hearn and 
Sicknels, Liſe and earth: it 1s the 
Character of our Stren2th or Weak- 
nels, and from hence is deſcribed the 
fainting and decayed ſtare of Man , 
from the panting of the Heart, and 
reſtleſsneſs of the Arteries and beating 
Veins. 
II. Fnother Suſtainer of our Life 
1s our datly Food, Meat and Drink, 
whereby the Spirit is revived, x Sam. 
39. 12, and without it we fall down 
'into the Grave, Now if our appoin- 
ted Food for a Meal or more , be 
wanting , then - inſtantly the Body 
faints, and the Fleſh fails, 1/a. 44- 12; 
then Deat!1 creeps on by degrees, a 
Men begin to dye lenfibly : there is a 
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Senſe both of painful hunger in the 
Stomach, and of univerſal faintneſs 
and languiſhing through the Body : 
for hunger is a Worm gnawing the 
Intrails, calling tor Meat , or threat- 
ning Death. Jer. 11. 22. £4m.4 9g. 
Men being hungry and thirſty, their 
foul fainteth in them, Pſal. 107. $. 
and by this infirm condition where- 
unto God hath ſubjected our Nature, 
ke calls us to think on Death. 

IV, Our Table, as oft as we come 
fo it, is the Memorial of our Mortali- 
ty ; and our Food before 1t enters the 
Body for nouriſhment , 1s diverſly 
prepared, as Corn, and the like, are 
made to grow by the dung of beaſts. 
Luke. 13. $8. and from hence is the 
{ſtrength of our corruptible Life : So 
that we may ſay with Holy Job, to 
Corruption thou art my Father, Chap. 
T7. 14. But this 1s not all, but we 
feed upon Death it ſelf, and that by 
the allowance of the Almighty. Gen. 
9. 3. Mn taking away the lives of other 
Creatures to maintain our own ; this 
is ſeriouſly ro be thought upon as a 
wonderful Work of God: that our 
lives are preſerved by the Death of the 


Crea- 
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Creatures, our living Bodies are ſu- 
ſtained by their dead Carcaſles : in 
their Blood Swims our Life; and from 
their pangs of Death, ſpring the 
Pleaſures of our Life; our Feaſts 
and daily Food, Now if thoſe that 
in part were maintained by Sin-Ot- 
ferings were ſaid to eat Sin; Hop. 4. 8. 
then thoſe that in part were matn- 
tain'd by the death of Creatures, may 
be faid in the like Phraſe to eat Death. 
So often therefore as we eat the Fleſh: 
of the dead Creature, and make- our 
bodies to become their Graves ; ſo- of- 
ten are we called to remember our 
own Death, and our own Grave in the 
body of the Earth. 

V. BFaother Help: to preſerve our 
frail Bodies is our Apparel, which 
God hath given us to cover and de- 
tend them from Cold to preſerve 
Health : and herein we have a dou- 
ble or trebble Memorial of Death ; 
conſidering that our Apparel was 
given us, when by our Sin we came 
friſt into the World to the fate of 
Death. Gez, 2. 25. and when God 
firſt gave us our Garments he took + 
£m out of Death's Wardrobe , they 
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being mada with- the dezth of the 
Creatures from whence they were 
taken : God made coats of skin for A- 
dam, and his Wife, and his Poſterity, 
Gen. 3. 21: Heb, 11. 35. our Gar- 
ments therefore-being Badges of Mor- 
tality, and Cognizances of Death, fo 
oft as we look. upon them, we arecal- 
led of God to remember Death ; and: 
ſo oft as we cloath our ſelves with 
them, to be mindful that we put on 
the Livery of Death. 

VI. Fs Food- and Raiment are 
Means to preſerve Lite, 10 Labour of 
Man in his Vocation is a means to get 
both Food and Raiment, and there- 
fore an Help of Helps to maintain 
Life ; and yet in and by this Labour 
alſo, we are called co remember our 
Latter End, and to think of eath : 
for upon Labour attends Wearinzls 
and Fainrnefs , even-a failing and de- 
cay of Lit? ; Painful Labour ſame- 
times maketh Men weary of #their 
Lives, and to think of Death, »- 4 wiſh 
for 1t as for hid Treaſure ; Z;. 1. 14- 
Job 3. 17, 22. contidering that in 


Death Men reſt from their Labour, 
Rev. 14 12. 
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VII. Ind above all, confider the - 
Labour, Vigilancy, and Care, that s - 
found in the higheſt Callings, how 
many Thorns is there platted in every 
Crown : Likewiſe in the Magiſtracy y- 
what Troubles is there in diſtributing 
Juſtice, and in the painful Work of 
the Miniſtry, who watch over Souls ; 
all rheſe have through their indefaty- 
gable Wearineſs in Afﬀairs of Church 
and State, - thought it as the beſt 
Expedient, to think of Death ; nay, 
even to wiſh for it, and conſequently 
to prepare for it. Numb. 11. 15, 
1 Kings, 19. 4. 

VIII. Fnd not only by the Wea- 
rineſs thereof, but by the divers Kinds 
of Labour in ſeveral Vocations, God 
takes occaſion to ſhew the Vanity and 
Shortneſs of Life preſent, and ſum- 
mons them by their Callings, and by. 
the Quality of their Works to think. 
of Death : For the Weaver, by fin 
ſhing every Web, God teacherh kim 
how his Days are cut off, and the Wet 
of tis Life finiſhed, 7/a. 38. 12. yea, 
before the Web is finiſhed, by the run- 
ning of the Shuttle at every Stroke, 
and every Thred added to the a 
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the Lord admoniſheth how {wittly the 
days of his Life run away, Jv 7. 6, 
Then the Shepherd in the Field, by 
the removal of his Tent or Fold, he , 
is taught to think of the Removal of 
his Life. 

IX. The Travel that Men have by 
Land, is appointed of the Almigh- 
ty to put us in mind, that our days 
are ſwifter than a Poſt, Job 9. 25. that 
we ride Poſt, as on Dromedaries that 
run by the way, in all haſt to their 
Journeys End. And the Voyages that 
Men have by Sea in the moſt ſwifteſt 
failing Ships, is mention'd by the Al- 
mighty, to repreſent the ſwiftneſs of 
our Time, that carries us night and 
day, ſkkeping or waking to the Haven 
of Death ; Job 9. 26. and according 
to this Wiſdom of God, and his Ex- | 
ample, ſhould Men make right uſe of 
their reſpeCtive Callings , Employ- 
ments, and Afﬀairs of the World, to ' 


ſet before their Eyes continually, their 
Latter End. 


X.. Js Labour and Toil in the 
Day, ſo Sleep and Reſt in the Night- 
Seaſon, 1s alſo a neceſſary Help to pre- 
Eve this Mortal Life ; and this Sleep 

1s 
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is a lively Image of Death : for in 
Sleep Men lye down as dead Men , 
without Senſe or Motion, ceaſing from 
their Works, and taking no notice of 
the things that are done by others ; 
and therefore the Holy Scriptures de- 
{cribeth Death by the Name of Sleep, 
or lying down to flleep, Jeb 14. 12. 
Pſal. 76. 5. Matth. 27. 52. John 11. 11. 
1 Cor. 11. 30. $1 Theſ. 4. 13. Now 
when Sleep aflails us, and like a Giant 
throws us down, we ought to think 
of Death ; and by ſight of our Bed 
to remember our Grave, to look upon 
it as a Tomb or Sepulchre, and every 
Night before we go into it, to labour 
for reconciliation with God , that ſo 
we may lie down and {kep ſafely. 

Xk1I. Whenever Sleep ſeizes upon us, 
let us ſeriouſly meditate, and think 
how ſecurely, and ſweetly do the 
{kep, that take care to go to Bed with 
a juſt and quiet Conſcience ; who af- 
ter a toillome day of Faithful Dili- 
gence and Induſtry, in a Courſe of 
prudent, juſt, and pious Living, lay 
down their careful and wearied Heads 
in Peace and Tranquillity, and fafely 
relt ſecurely in rhe Boſom of the Al- 


mighty's

2. 15. doth call Men, yea, and force 
them to remember Death : thus it is 
with all Wicked Doers, and with the 
Juft ſomerimes in part, through di- 
vers Temptations, P/al. 77. 3, 7, 8. 
but with the Fatthful, there is ano- 
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ther Remembrance of Death by occa- 
fion of Sins, as comfortable to them, | 
as the former is terrible to the Wick- 
ed: for in fight of Sins that perplex 
*em, they call tomind what ſhall quite 
free 'em from thoſe Sins, which Expe- 
dient is Death; thereupon they ſet 
Mortality before their Eyes, and are 
taught that Leſſon of the Almighty, to 
long for their Redemption, by dett- 
ring to remove out of the Body , - Row.

11. Ffflictions, Sickneſfles, and Dan-

pears, God uſually brings with it ſome 
Joynt-Warnings, to prepare us further. 
for our ſpeedy Diflolution. And firſt. 
before Death makes a Seizure, there 1; 
commonly Pain, hke a Harbinger, 
{ent before, to warn the Soul to enter: 
rain the Almighty with a preſent anc 
diligent renewing of their Faith and 
Repentance : for God could have tx 
ken Men out of the World without 
Pain or Sickneſs ; by a ſudden Charge, 
ia the twinkling of an eye, 1 Cor. 15. 5, 
52. but rhe Divine Wiſdom faw 1t not 
necefiary. 

11. When the Lord appeared unto 
the Patriarchs, Prophets, and Apoſties, 
and youchſaf'd unto them Yiſions 0 
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his Glory, he uſed commonly to fend 
before, as a Marſhal, or Uſher, ſore 
great fear, Gen, 15.

Bgain when Sleep departs 
through Sickneſs, this is another di- 
tint Warning to move Men to think 
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of their End ; God bolas their Eyes 
waking, that they might meditate on 
FICir preient Fratlty J thereby arc they 
called ro commaie with ther veart, and 
that their Spirit wake diligent ſearch 
concerning their Eſtate and the Means 
of their Comfort, Pſai. 77. 4, 5, 6: 
God withdraws Sleep from their Eyes, 
and Reſt from their Temples, that 
they might remember the Eternal Reſt 
from all their Troubles, and might 
ions after it, and prepare fort. 

VIII. Now, theſe precedent Pains, 
the Sick Bed, the loathing of Meats, 
and the Departure of Sleep, theſe are 
Occaſions and Furtherances of Medr- 
tation, to remember our End : Now

Hindggences of Meditation and Dt- 
{turvances of the Mind; which meet 
with Men upon their Feds of Morta- 
lity, which to avoid that Obftructi- 
on, the Conſideration of thoſe Incon- 
veniencies ſhould prove as Motives to 
perſuade us, not to deferr our making 
our Peace with Gcd, to the laſt Mo- 
ment of Time ; that ſo we may pro- 
fitably forecaſt before it is too late: 


IX. It 
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IX. Jt happens ſometimes 1n Sick- 
neſs, that as ſome want Sleep, ſo 0- 
th-rs in contrary Extremity are op- 
preſſed with continual {lumbering and 
ſleeping , which with an unreliſtable 
Needs invades them ; and this not 
only in Lethargies, Palſies, and orher 
cold Drſeaſes , but hkewiſe in many 
Burning and Peſtilential Fevers ; du- 
ring which time they lie ſen{zlefs, and 
cannot think on there preſent Danger, 
nor of any think which belongs to a 
due Preparation for their End : this 
leaden Sleep is a black Cloud of Death, 
a Night- ſhade, and a particular Dark- 
neſs, of which in its meaſure is veri- 
fed , that more general Saying of our 
Saviour , John 9. 4. the night comes 
wherein no man caa werh ; and there- 
fore while there is Light and Liberty 


of mind, in the time of Healrh, our. 


End 1s to be remembred and provided 
tor, before the Hours of Oppreſſion 
doth ſeize upon our Mind. 

X. Sometimes in Sickneſs, though 
Sleep opprels not, there is a kind of 
raving Diftrattion, cauſed by Phren- 
fe, Melancholy, or other Uijtempe- 
ratures, which doth overivhelm the 
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Mind, as Nebachadnezer $ Once Was, 
by the Finger of rhe Almighty, Dan, 
4. ſo that it is unfit to think of Death, 
or to ſpeek any Comfort againſt the 
Danger of it : and from hence there- 
fore it doth likewiſe appear, how un- 
wiſe they are that defer the Time of 
their_Repentance unto the Time of 
Death, when it is uncertain whether 
they ſhall be Maſters of their own 
Wits, and Natural Underſtanding ; 
not to ſpeak of ſupernatural Grace, 
which is far above the reach of Man, 
and yet neceſlary to Salvation. 

XI. Sometimes the very Vehemen- 
cy and Extremity of Pain, doth trou- 
ble and diſturb the Mind, and diſables 
it, that it cannot orderly and quierty 
diſpoſe it ſelf unto Godly and Com- 
fortable Meditations ; but being over- 
come with Impatience , frets, and 
murmures, its tofled ro and fro, and 
becomes fruitleſs : therefore are theſe 
Extremities of Anguiſh compar'd to 
a Cup of intoxicating Wine, making 
Men as 1t were overcome with grief, 
1/a. 51. 17521, 22, Lam, 4 21. and 
even frantick with woe and ſorrow, that

they know not what they doe, Der. 


20. 
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28. 34. Jer. 25. 16. Eccleſ. 7. 7. and 
what Folly is it then for Men to be 
unprepared through forgetfulneſs of 
their Latter End, and to remain ſtu- 
pified in Security all their Life , till 
they are plunged in a Gulf of Mile- 
ry 2 Perplexity and Extremity of An- 
guiſh may juſtly come as a Snare upon 
them that abuſe their preſent Peace 
and Quietneſs, by promiſing them- 
ſelves Liberty and Power to diſpatch 
all that is neceſlary for their Salvation 
at the loſt Moment. 

XII. And commonly when Death 
approacheth, our Adverſary the Devil, 
that goes about like a roaring Lion, 
{ſeeking to devour us at all Opportu- 
nities, doth then eſpecially rage, rzow- 
ing that his t:me 1s ſhort, Rev. 12. 12. 
and withal feeks to take Advantage of 
our preſent Weakneſs, by infinuating 
himſelf into each of our former Per- 
plexities, and adding frizhrful Dreams 
to our Slumoers, ſtrong Fancies to our 
Dittraction , and aggravating our 
Pains with great Terrours, by that 
Yoice which is within us. 
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XIII. Experience may inform ys 
what ereat Temptations many have 
conflicted with upon their Beds of 
Mortality ; and therefore the Conſide. ? 
ration of this laſt Great Enterprize 
ſhould Alarm every one berimes to 
arm themſelves agamit the Laſt Day 
of their Lives , to furniſh theraſelves 
with a Competency of Grace, againſt 
the Day of Glory ; to ſeek Truth and 
Righteouſneſs ; Faith, and Patience; 
to heap up ſtore of Comfortable Pro- 
miſes out of the Word of God, and” 
to lay it up 1n their Hearts, to be kept 
in readineſs; whereby they may nou- 
riſh up themſelves in Hope, and be vi- 
enlant in praying unceflantly ; that 
having finiſhed this laſt Combat and 
obtained the Viftory, they may then 
be tran{lated from a State Militant to - 
a State Triumphant for ever, 
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O/ the Separaticn of Scul and Body, 
with other Memorials of Aortali- 


ty, F ractically bt on:ſtaeret. 


CUT Divine Providence has or- 
dainzd that at the Hour of 
Death , the Soul and Body 
ſhall be feparated ; and at this 
Separation, the Soul is conveyed away 
invifibly ; no Man knoweth how nor 
whither : for no Humane Senſe can. 
diſcern the Spirit of Aſfan aſcending, 
Eccleſ. 3. 21. tor God in his unſearch- 
able Council, orders his ſecret Will to 
be kept unrevealed from Humane Un- 
derſtanding. Now this ſecret manner 
of tranilaring the ſeparated Souls, by 
carrying fome cloſe Priſoners to end- 
leis Mifery , and traniportinz others 
n inviſible Chariotsunto Eternal Glo» 
ry, ferves to warn and admoniſh vs to- 
remember the Evident Monuments of 
oor Frailty : when fecret Things are 
hidden from nsby the Al-ighry, thoſe 
Which 
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which are Revealed, are the more to 
be obſerv'd by us, Dezt. 29. 29. 

II. The Scriptures will inform us 
how ſome Perſons, Men, or Angels, 
have vaniſhed out of the ſ1ght of thoſe 
they had conversd with ; and from 
thence we are to obſerve, that 1t 1s not 
requiſite for us to know what they 
had heard and ſeen, or to pry narrow- 
ly into that which the Divine Wiſdom 
has ordered to be kept from us, Lake 
24- 31, 32, Atts 8. 39. Judge 6. 21, 
22. Moreover God hath appointed . 
that they ſhould not be ſuffered to 
live, which attempted to converſe with 
the Spirits of thoſe which were depar- 
ted from us, Lev. 20. 27. 1 Sam, 28, 
8,9. &c. But by all this, we are fo 
much the more lead to obſerve the 
common viſible Memorials of Morta- 
lity, ſhewed unto us in them that die 
before us. | 

HI. Furthermoze, it is to be ob- 
ſerv'd, that when the Spirit is return'd 
away preſently to God that gave it, | 
yet the Body remains and returns to 
the Duſt, from whence it was taken, 
Eccleſ. 12. 7. If the Almighty by 
Death had taken away both Soul and 


Body, 
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Body, or if it had pleaſed him to take 
away all Men, as Enoch and Elias 
were, Heb. 11. 5. Gen. 5. 14. 2 Kings 
2. 11, 17. or tobury all Men ſo as 44- 
ſes was, Dent. 34. 6. namely, fo as 
their Bodies ſhould be ſeen no more a- 
mong Men ; yet, even then, there 
were occaſion enough to remember 
that wonderful great and final Tran- 
flation : but now, ſeeing every Man 
departing this Life, leaves a part of 
himſelf on Earth among his Friends, 
yea, and that viſible Part, even the 
Body, which was beit known among 
Men ; God by this frail Part of Man, 
that is left, gives us occaſion to con- 
template what 1s done with the im- 
mortat part; and to keep in Memory 
the Death paſt, to prepare us for the 
Death to come. 

IV. Bs Elias aſcending to Heaven 
let fall his Mantle, for a Remembrance 
unto E1:/þa that took it up, 2 Kings 
2. 13. {o we aſcending, do let fall our 
Fleſh, that hath been the Mantle of 
the Soul, under which it was veiled, 
and covered in the Days of our Mor- 
tality : Now by this Pledge, the dead 
warns the living to part from the w 
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of Vanity, and to make ready for this 
Change, when the Soul departs more 
naked out of the World, taan it came 
into If, 

V. Beſides, the Body 1s left be- 
hind, as a Pleqge of our Corruption, 
to imprint into our minds the horrour 
of Death, through that putrefaction 
which ſoon invades it, when 1t 1s de- 
prived of the Souls preſence : had the 
Body remamed only without Life , 
and retained 1ts former Comelinets 
and Beauty, and not been liable to 
putrefaction, how then. would their 
deareſt Relations and Friends have 
choicely kept them, and lovingly em- 
brac'd them: but now, by the Divine 
Appointment, the Body is ſown in 
Corruption, 1 Cor, 15. 42. the Royal 
Body of David fees Corruption, Acts. 
13. 36. the Body of Lazarss, the 
Friend of Chr:/t, begins to Stink the 
Fourth Day, Job». 11, 39. the Fair 
Body of Sarah, whoſe Beauteous 
Countenance charmed Kings and 
Princes, ſhe being dead, mutt needs 
be removed out of the fight of her 
moſt Faithful arid Loving Husband, 
Gen. 23. 4 
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VL, JFnd in ſuch a degree hath 
Corruption prevailed , that ſome 
Bodies hath been forced to be buried 
very deep in the Earth, ſo noifome 
have they been, and ſoon putrehed ; 
but though they are not to be looked 
upon with the Eye, yet they are the 
more to be thought upon, and our 
tading Eſtate to be reflected on: 
by this Serious Reflection, Joy hum- 
bled himſelf, contefling that Corraup- 
tion was his Father ;, and to the worm 
thou art my Mother and S$15ter, Job. 17. 
14. and by this Conſideration might - 
be humbled the Proudeſt and moſt 
Ambitious Heart, when they Serioully 
reflect how the Worms breed out 
of their own Corruption, and ſurround 
their whole Carcaſs, Iſa. 14. 11. 
theſe are the Laws and Ordinances of 
Death eſtabliſhed by the Almighty, 
whereby he calls us the more effectual- 
ly to think of our End, not to pamper 
the Fleſh, nor to take ſo much Care 
for our Bodies as we do for our Souls ; 

* according to this Example of God, 
who ſhews more reſpect, and love 
to the Soul by receiving of it into his 
Glorious Kingdom, whereas be ſuffers 
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the Body to lodge in the Pit of Cor- 
ruption, 1 Cor. 15. 43- 

11. The Sequeſtration of the Bo- 
dy from the Place where the Soul is, 
and the Corruption of it being Sepa- 
rate, are Memorials wrought im- 
mediately by the Hand of God: Now, 
beſides theſe, there is other After-war- 
nings of Death , effected by the Pro- 
vidence of God, by the affections and 
reſpects of Men, that 1s paid to the 
Honour of the dead, and Comfort of 
the living : Now for the Honour of the 
dead, Holy Men of Old have ſhewed 
great Care to provide Sepwlchers, 
Tombs, and Monuments for them; 
ſuch was the Cave of /Afachpelah 
purchasd by Abraham, Gen, 49. 30. 
31. the Pillar on Rachel's Grave that 
Zacob (et up, Gen. 35. 20. that conti- 
nued ſo many Generations ti Samnel's 
time, 1 Sam. 1o. 2, the © ile on the 
Sepulcher of tizie Man of God, thar 
Prophefied of Foſizs , 2 King: 23. 17, 
58. the Sepulcher of Da>*4, that con- 
tinued twice Fourteen Generations, 
brom David to the Apoſtles tine, ts 
2. 29. having been preſerved in the 
time of the Babylonian Captivity , e- 

ven 
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ven then when both City and Temple 
were deſtroyed : theſe in Scripture are 
called Memorials , /Aatth. 23. 29. 
Tohn 11. 38. chap. 19. 41. by which 
the Righteous are taught to Remem- 
ber their Latter End. 

VIII. The Magnificent Tombs, and 
the Sumptuous Sepulchers are but fo 
many Scaftolds, Stages , and Thea- 
ters of human Frailty, and ſo many 
Pulpirs out of which our Mortality 
is Preached : and all the Graves of 
the Popularity are the Coffers of 
Death, the view whereof ſhould in- 
ſtruct us to lay up our Treaſure in 
Heaven: and thus though the touch 
of a Grave defiled the Body with a 
Ceremonial Pollution in the time of 
the Law, Numb. 15. 16, Yet the fight 
of a Grave may ſerve to cleanſe the 
Soul, by a Spiritual Conſideration of 
our L-trer End, even as the fight of 
the Leviathan being raiſed up, made 
Men Purifie themſelves, Job 41. 25. 

IX. The Grave being prepared 
for the Dead Corps, then Men pro- 
ceed with their Funeral Pomp and 
Exequies : the mourners £0 about the 
fireets, and a great train of Relations, 
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Friends, and Acquaintance, Accompa- 
ny the dead unto his Grave, and fol- 
low him that 1s g0rng to his long home : 
Eccleſ. 2. 5. this going a Proceſſion to 
the Grave, is a Memorial to them of 
their own Ccdition, that they in 
their Courſe mult die, and be carried 
forth in like manner : thus they are 
called of God to remember, at ſuch 
times : then have they ſpecial cauſe to 
remember that Iron Chain of Death 
and. Mortal necefiity; by which the 
dead Perſon 1s faid to araw all men af- 
ter himp, as there were tunumerable be- 
fore kim, Job 21. 23. _ 

X. Then are Men called to climb 
up the Mountain of Contemplation,
